Here’s how the amendment read 
when first introduced by James 
Madison on June 8, 1789 for the 
consideration of the First Congress: 
The civil rights of none shall be 
abridged on account of religious 
belief or worship, nor shall any 
national religion be established, 
nor shall the full and equal rights 
of conscience be in any manner or 
on any pretext infringed.” 


It’s obvious that the purpose of 
this amendment was to exclude 
rivalry among Christian sects and 
to prevent the government from 
establishing a national religion. 

The Committee of the Whole on 
the state of the Union studied 
Madison’s amendment and changed 
it to read: “No religion shall be 
established by law, nor shall the 


equal rights of conscience be 
infringed.” 
Here is what Madison under- 


stood this to mean (the statement 
appears on page 730 of the Annals 
of Congress): .“. . . he apprehend- 
ed the meaning of the words to be, 
that Congress should not establish 
a religion and enforce the legal 
observance of it by law, nor compel 
men to worship God in any manner 
contrary to their conscience.” 

The Senate then debated the 
wording of the amendment and 
finally sent it to the House of 
Representatives reading: “Congress 
shall make no law touching upon 
religion.” This was rejected and 
the amendment “Congress shall 
make no law establishing religion” 
was substituted. 

The Senate rejected this version 
and a Conference Committee was 
appointed to. find a wordin 
acceptable to both the House an 
the Senate. This committee came 
up with the wording as we know it 
today, namely: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion.” This was 
approved by the House on Septem- 
ber 24, 1789 and by the Senate on 
September 25.

Four Timely 


GERARD 
HRIST’S Passion, Death and 
Resurrection have always 


been a great source of inspiration 
for composers. Four recent re- 
cordings find this topical interest 
during the Lenten season.

“The Seven Last Words of 
Christ” by Francois Dubois, on 
Cook records with Margo Stagli- 
ano, soprano; Mac Morgan, bari- 
tone; Carl Nelson, tenor; the Bos- 
ton Chorale; Reginald Foort,. or- 
ganist; Willis Page, conductor. 

Gregorian Chant, Easter Liturgy 
and Christmas Cycle, on Angel 
Records performed by the Monks 
of the Holy Spirit of Chevilly, 
France; R. P. Lucien Deiss, 
C.S.Sp., conductor.

The most exciting record of the 
four is Berlioz’ Te Deum. The feel- 
ing for this work is best expressed 
in one word — gigantic. 

It was first performed in the 
church of St. Eustache in Paris on 
April 30, 1855. All in all, about 
900 performers took part in that 
first performance. In this 100th 
anniversary performance on Col- 
umbia records, about 250 individ- 
uals participate. In performance, 
they sound like the 900. 

“In the Te Deum,” wrote Ber- 
lioz, in his Memoirs, the organ at 
one end of the church answers the 
orchestra and two choirs at the 
other, whilst a third large choir 
represents the mass of the people, 
taking part from time to time in 
a vast sacred concert. But it is 
more especially the form of the 
pieces, the breadth of style, and 
the deliberateness of certain pro- 
gressions, the goal of which is not 
at once perceived, that give Ahose 
works their strange figantic physi- 
ognamy and colossal aspect.

The recordings of Gregorian 
Chant and the Scarlatti Passion 
are magnificent examples of 


church music. 

Many parishioners have a very 
low regard for Gregorian chant. 
On the Sundays of Lent, if their 
parish choir is following the Lit- 
urgy stringently, they hear noth- 
ing but Gregorian Masses, sung 
without organ accompaniment. In 
those parishes where the Motu 
Proprio is followed completely, 
the average parishioner has a fine 
appreciation of the Chant. His ap- 
preciation is born of repetition. 

The Angel recording of Gre- 
gorian Chant by the French Monks 
is flawlessly performed. Their ex- 
pert presentation of the Christmas 


and Easter music makes an 
excellent recording for study 
purposes, especially by those 


who “don’t understand Gregorian 
Chant.” . 

The Scarlatti Passion is inter- 
esting because this Overtone re- 
cording is believed to be the first 
performance of the work since the 
17th century. For over 250 years, 
it rested in the Library of the 
Naples. Conservatory of Music as 
a museum piece. 

This work is unique in the fact 
that Scarlatti followed completed 
the text of the Gospel. There is 
no change of words at all; neither 
is there any addition. Scarlatti 
wanted his work to be in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the 
Liturgy. ;

But even if it could be con- 
strued as support, it wouldn’t be 
forbidden by the First Amend- 
ment. I won't go into the whole 
history of the First Amendment, 
but let’s see what those who wrote 
it had in mind. 

Here’s how the amendment read 
when first introduced by James 
Madison on June 8, 1789 for the 
consideration of the First Congress: 
“The civil rights of none shall be 
abridged on account of religious 
belief or worship, nor shall any 
national religion be established, 
nor shall the full and equal rights 
of conscience be in any manner or 
on any pretext infringed.” 


It’s obvious that the purpose of 
this amendment was to exclude 
rivalry among Christian sects and 
to prevent the government from 
establishing a national religion. 


The Committee of the Whole on 
the state of the Union studied 
Madison’s amendment and changed 
it to read: “No religion shall be 
established by law, nor shall the 


equal rights of conscience be 
infringed.” 
Here is what Madison under- 


stood this to mean (the statement 
appears on page 730 of the Annals 
of Congress): .“. . . he apprehend- 
ed the meaning of the words to be, 
that Congress should not establish 
a religion and enforce the legal 
observance of it by law, nor compel 
men to worship God in any manner 
contrary to their conscience.” 

The Senate then debated the 
wording of the amendment and 
finally sent it to the House of 
Representatives reading: “Congress 
shall make no law touching upon 
religion.” This was rejected and 
the amendment “Congress shall 
make no law establishing religion” 
was substituted. 

The Senate rejected this version 
and a Conference Committee was 
appointed to find a _ wording 
acceptable to both the House and 
the Senate. This committee came 
up with the wording as we know it 
today, namely: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an estab-

Brethers In Christ 


When one comes to apply the encyclicals of the 
Popes on labor and management, the teachings of 
the Church on segregation and the race problem, 
and the general laws of justice and charity in one’s 
own life, it is necessary to be alert to God’s in- 
spirations and to co-operate with His grace. If I 
speak respectfully of Negroes; if I give a Negro 
lady or gentleman the respect which he or she de- 
serves as a child of God and as my brother or sister 
in Christ, I have already done much to establish a 
proper race relationship in my gwn sphere of con- 
tacts. 

If as a father I teach my children to respect 
their parents and each other, later in life they will 
apply these lessons in the social sphere in which 
they move. As a Catholic business or professional! 
man, I must take an active part in the organizations 
connected with my business or profession, and I 
must bring to them a knowledge and application of 
the moral law and of justice and charity. Thus, 
opportunities to fulfill one’s obligations to his fellow- 
men are as numerous and as detailed, as are the 
variations in the daily lives of each individual human 
being. Even a death in one’s family, for example, 
may express a God-given opportunity of expressing 
the basic Catholic view on the whole meaning and 
purpose of life, when one sits down to write answers 
to the many and greatly appreciated notes of con- 
dolence. | 

In spite of the title of this: article, little or 
nothing has been said here about “man’s social 
rights.” From a personal standpoint, I have found it 
spiritually safer to concentrate on obligations. When 
I think too much of my rights, pride and seif-pity 
have a way of rearing up like wild horses. If every 
man recognizes primarily his social obligations, then 
every man’s rights should be respected. It is impor- 
tant, of course, to think of the rights of others. In 
this great country of ours, thank God, we are not 
often called upon to defend our own rights—unless, 
perhaps, we are Negroes, a fact which should be a 
matter for examination of conscience for all the rest 
of us! | 

Finally, we cannot take or leave opportunities to 
fulfill our social obligations once we recognize them, 
for they are indeed obligations! “Be ye perfect,” 
Christ, Our Lord, has commanded us—to be per- 
fectly clear windows, through which God’s grace can 
shine into the lives of others, undeflected by the 
blemishes of our own faults!

St. Fidelis 


T all times in the history of the 

Church has God raised up 
great saints to combat the evils of 
the day. In the early seventeenth 
century He chose a famous lawyer, 
who was at the height of his career 
and daily achieving great popu- 
larity. This was St. Fidelis. 

Born of a prominent family in 
Sigmaringen in the Province of 
Hohenzollern, Mark Roy (some- 
times called Rey) was eminently 
endowed both by nature and by 
grace. Constantly his piety and 
virtue kept pace with his secular 
learning. 

No sooner had he completed his 
studies in philosophy and juris- 
prudence at the Unversity of 
Freiburg than he was requested to 
become the tutor of three young 
princes on a six-year travel tour of 
Europe. His professors had recom- 
mended him both because of his 
exceptionally good morals and his 
high mental gifts. The tour was 
very successful in every way. The 
young men learned virtue both by 
precept and by example at the 
same time as they learned all 
important spots from a _ secular 
point of view. 


This task completed, Mark fol- 
lowed his profession as a lawyer. 
His fame steadily rose as his 
ability was everywhere acknow- 
ledged and he was much in de- 
mand. Being an alert young man, 
Mark soon discovered that many 
lawyers were so corrupted by their 
greed for money, that justice was 
relegated to second place. He also 
began to realize that frequent 
attempts were being made to lure 
him into the same pitfalls. 

After giving the matter ample 
consideration, Mark decided that 
his chosen career was a dangerous 
one, and prayed to God for enlight- 
enment. God was not slow in 
answering his prayer, and in show- 
ing him the work he was to do for 
Him 


- Mark had an.elder brother who 
was a Capuchin, and he, too, asked 
admittance into the same branch of 
the Franciscan Order. In investing 


|him with the habit of St. Francis, 
and giving him the name, Fidelis,

the superior quoted from the 
Apocalypse:. “Be thou faithful 
until death; and I will give thee 
the crown of life” (Apoc. 2:10). 
Little did anyone realize, at the 
time, the prophecy contained in 
these words for Father Fidelis, nor 
how soon they would be “accom- 
plished. 


The new priest possessed great 
gifts of oratory, and these he well 
used as he preached in one place 
after another, including Altdorf, 
Kienzheim, Rheinfelden, Freiburg, 
and others. The town of Feldkirsch 
was completely transformed by 
him, 


In the year 1622 the Roman 
Congregation of the Propaganda, 
which had recently been founded 
by Pope Gregory XV, established 
a mission in Switzerland to check 
the ever-increasing heresies of the 
Calvinists’ and the Zwinglians. 
Father Fidelis was called upon to 
head this mission in the territory of 
the Grisons. 

At once the success of his 
mission was evident. Great num- 
bers of heretics were converted 
back to the Church. All this served 
but to enrage the heretical leaders. 
Their fury over the successes of 
Father Fidelis knew no bounds, 
and they decided upon his death. _ 

The holy priest knew their 
attitudes and surmized their inten- 
tions, yet he had no fears. It was 
only ten years since he had re- 
ceived the holy habit, but he had 
rescued souls for heaven through- 
out all his preaching career. For 
a long time he had been desirous 
of martyrdom, and daily begged 
this grace of God at the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass. 

Now, after a few months among 
the Grisons, he felt that his time 
was near at hand. He must have 
had some inspiration for on that 
fateful morning, he first prepared 
himself for death, before mounting 
the pulpit. 

During the sermon a band of 
armed heretics crashed into the 
church, dragged him from the 


pulpit, and inflicted so many cuts 


and blows with their sabres, that 
he died on the spot at the hands 
of his murderers. God fulfilled the 
prophecy made ten years earlier, 
and crowned his “faithful” one 
Fidelis, with the double crown of 
priesthood and martyrdom. 

St. Fidelis, who went so far as 
to change his career in putting 
“first things first,” is an apt patron 
for men and women in all walks of 
life today, when materialism and

There may be seen 
the tombs of Brazil’s first empress 
and of the Infante Don Pedro de 
Bourbon. Brazil was for a time the 
seat of the Portuguese Empire, and 
during the first years of. indepen- 
dence Brazil itself was an empire. 
The chapels around the cloisters 
and the sacristy are notable for 
their structural beauty. 


Nearby is the Sao Francisco 
Church, with its richly gilded 
carvings. In the church treasury 


are interesting vestments and life- 
size statues. . 

The tomb of the founder of Rio 
de Janeiro, Estacorao de Sa, is in 
the Capuchin church. 

The Church of Our Lady of Can- 
delaria dates back to 1775 and con- 
tains beautiful interior decorations 
and paintings.

Peter’s. Pisa also has one in the 
little gothic church along the Arno 
river. Other cities claiming such 
a precious relic are: Torraga in 
Spain, Milan and Venice in Italy, 
Brussels in Belgium, Bordeaux, 
Auton, Toulouse in France. All of 
these thorns have a striking re- 
semblance to one another. The 
are from the jujube-tree whic 
grows in abundance by the wayside 
around Jerusalem. | 


Holy Shroud Of Turin 


There can hardly be any dispute 
about the authenticity of the Holy 
Shroud of Turin in Italy. The 
latest discoveries of science have 
proved beyond any doubt that the 
Holy Shroud of Turin is the one 
which was used in the burial of 
Christ. Because of this precious 
relic, through a process of reverse 
photography, we are able to have 
today a picture of our Master as 
He lay dead in the tomb. (An ar- 
ticle on the Holy Shroud will be 
published next week—Editor.) 

A precious relic consisting of 
the veil which Veronica used in 
wiping the face of Christ and bear- 
ing the image of His face is pre- 
served in the left pillar of the 
Dome of St. Peter’s in Rome where 
there stands the statue of St. Ver- 
onica by Mochi. The reliquary con- 
taining this relic has not been 
opened since the eighth century 
and we have only an old repreduc- 
tion of the face of Christ which 
has a great resemblance to another 
reproduc ion found above the front 
door of St. John Lateran. This 
latter is said to be the first image 
of Christ publicly displayed for 
the veneration of the world outside 
the Catacombs. 

In Trier, Germany, there is also 
a robe of Christ. It is reddish 
brown in color and soft as silk. It 
seems that this relic was the cover- 
ing of a much older cloth supposed 
to be the seamless robe of Christ. 

Finally, part of the lance which 
pierced the side of Christ is kept 
in St. Peter’s, Rome, in the pillar 
commonly known as that of Longi- 
nus. It received this name because 
at the base there is a statue of the 
Roman soldier who pierced the 
side of Christ. The statue is a 
moeeren of Bernini. The relic 
of the lance was found during the 
crusade led by Gudfrey of Buillon 
(1053-1100). Unfortunately, the 
relic fell back in the hands of the 
Turks and it was not until the year 
1490 that the valorous knights of 
Rhodes obtained it from the 
brother of the Sultan Baiazet Il 
and brought it back to Rome. 

The collection of these relics of 
the Passion of Our Lord does not 
constitute a dusty museum, rather 
it is a center of devotion for untold 
number of pious faithful who ven- 
erate them as the instruments of 
our Redemption by Christ.

Free Election 
In Vietnam In 


‘56 Improbable

Saigon, Vietnam —(NC)— Can 
general elections be held through- 
out Vietnam in July, 1956, as pre- 
scribed by one of the agreements 
made in Geneva last summer? 


In a final declaration seven of — 
the nine governments that took 
part in the Geneva Conference 
spoke of “free general elections by 
secret ballot.” These elections, 
they said (Art. 7), “shall take 
place in July, 1956, under the con- 
trol of an international commis- 
sion” composed of representatives 
from India, Canada and Poland. 


SOME DISTINCTIONS must be 
kept in mind here. 


1. Two agreements were signed 
in Geneva regarding Vietnam. One 
was the detailed agreement for a 
military armistice. The other was 
the declaration by seven govern- 
ments on the armistice and ‘on po- 
litical issues. 


2. The Government of the State 
of Vietnam signed neither agree- 
ment, protested against both. 


3. Only the two opposing mili- 
tary commands, the French and 
the Vietminh, signed the armis- 
tice agreement. The French signed 
for all the forces under their com- 


‘mand, which included the Vietna- 


mese troops. The Vietnamese au- 
thorities, while protesting, promis- 
ed to respect the armistice terms. 

4. The armistice agreement did 
not prescribe elections. It referr- 
ed to them once, without specify- 
ing any date. In Art. 14A it said 
that the side whose troops are “re- 
grouped” in a zone will handle 
civil administration there, “while 
awaiting the general elections that 
will bring about the unity of Viet: 
nam,” 


5. The “final declaration” which 
did prescribe general elections was 
signed by France, Great Britain, 
Soviet Russia, Communist China,

Keeping the 
historical material to the neces- 
sary minimum and always in the 
background, he fashioned an ex- 
citing episode in the life of a 
great man. 


Eliot picks up the story of the 
Archbishop’s martyrdom at the 
time of his return from France, 
where he had fled in 1163. The 
King’s claim that the state had 
criminal jurisdiction over the 
clergy was the cause of the rift 
which led to St. Thomas’ flight. 

It took six years to clear matters 
between the two men and at the 
end of November, 1170, St. Thomas 
returned to England. Eliot.shows 
the inner conflicts of St. Thomas 
who easily knew that he faced 
death when he reached England. 
His eventual murder comes as a 
crushing anti-climax to the tremen- 
dous battle between a man and his 
conscience.

Partition Problem 


For Ireland And 
England To Settle 


Washington —(NC)— The par- 
tition problem is a question for 
Ireland and England to settle be- 
tween themselves without inter- 
ference from United States, the 
U. S. State Department has said. 


Representatives Thomas J. 
Lane of Massachusetts wrote to 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles asking a definite policy 
statement by the U. S. Govern- 
ment favoring the independence 
for the six Northern Ireland 
Counties and their unification 
with the Irish Republic. 


The reply came from Asshtant 
Secretary of State Thurston B. 
Morton, who said that the United 
States is well aware of the prob- 
lém.
